Whether you build on a heavily wooded site, or on one 
which is relatively free of trees, you are going to be con- 
cerned with landscaping. Too often shortsightedness re- 
sults in large and beautifully proportioned trees being 
indiscriminately removed to clear the site. Then when 
the house is completed the owner finds himself needlessly 
planting smaller trees which will take years to attain the 
beauty of those thoughtlessly cut down.
